LABOR QUESTION.—The capital and labor question continues in a state of 
fermentation in this country. The masses passed through a trying ordeal of 
suffering last winter. And now, at the time of year, when business is wont to 
be at its briskest point tens of thousands are in a state of pinching want. 
Among the thinking portion of the community there is a fearful looking for- 
ward to the approaching winter, the prospect being that trade will be even 
much worse than it was last. This outlook, together with the fact that the 
people, owing to the recent and present hard times are totally unprepared to 
meet such an unpromising future, makes up a black and gloomy picture. 

THREATENED STRIKE.—The masters of the Rhondda Valley, (Wales) coal 
mines having given notice of another ten per cent reduction of wages, the men 
have signified their determination to strike rather than submit. Should the 
strike take place, of which there is a strong probability, 40,000 people will be 
affected by it. 

A NATTONAL Catamity.—The prolonged bad and unseasonable weather in 


this country is being considered in the light of a “national calamity.” The 


crops are suffering immense damage. The Archbishop of Cantebury has re- 
quested the clergy to designate a Sunday for “special prayers to the Al- 
mighty, for such weather as will enable the people to gather in a bountiful 
harvest.” 


LAWLESSNESS IN IRELAND.—There are violent outero pings of secret mur- 


derous societies in Ireland. In the House of Lords on July 7th, Lord Cran- 
more Browne drew the attention of that branch of Parliament to the lawless 


condition of affairs in some portions of that country. A large number of 


people have to be under the immediate protection of the police, many of 
them, it was believed, he stated, being under sentence of death by secret so- 
cieties. . It was understood that the murder of Lord Leitrim was perpetrated. 


in that connection. Lord Cranmore Browne drew the attention of their 


Lordships to the startling increase of agrarian crimes in Ireland, and urged 
the necessity of energetic steps being taken for the enforcement of 'the law.

THE GIFTS OF THE Gr 


0 


Ir is the privilege of the Saints to enjoy the . and graces of the Gospel. 
In proportion as their lives are harmonious with the revealed will of God will 
those blessings abound among them. They are evidences of His divine favor, 
and the result of faith in his name. The absence of the gifts among the 
people evinces unbelief. So said the Prophet Moroni, as recorded in the 
Book of Mormon: And the reason why he (the Lord) ceaseth to do miracles 
among the children of men, is because that they dwindle in unbelief, and 
depart from the right way, and know not the God whom they should trust.“ 
As in days of old, in the Primitive Church of Christ, it is incumbent upon 
the Saints in these days, to strive earnestly for the best gifts, that the power 
of God may be manifest. The diversities of gifts are described in the First 
Epistle of Paul to the Corinthians, 12th chapter. They are various, yet im- 
parted by the same spirit. Therefore they differ in individuals, not coming 
by the will or power of man, but by the spirit, dividing to every man severally 
as he (the spirit) will. To one is given the gift of prophecy, to another of 
healing, to another to speak in tongues, etc. 

The gifts are in the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. It has 
been our privilege to see them manifested on a variety of occasions and in 
different ways. There are but few experienced members of the Church who 
have not witnessed such manifestations of the power of God’s spirit in some 
form. We hear of miraculous occurrences in various parts of the Mission, and 
occasionally they come under our immediate personal observation. 


It is well that we should be informed concerning the nature of those sits 
and at least some of the laws and conditions pertaining to them. Some peo- 
ple ignorantly suppose if a member of the Church be sick, and there should 
be a failure of his being miraculously raised up by the administration of the 
elders, that that is conclusive evidence of the non-existence of the gifts in the 
Church. This fallacious conclusion would be based upon the abstract fact 
that the gifts of healing and to be healed are among the blessings promised in 
the Scriptures to true believers. Such persons forget that both or either of 


those particular gifts are not promised to every member of the Church, any 


more than the gift of tongues, prophecy, etc., there being diversities of gifts 
the spirit dividing “to every man severally as he will.” 
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— is sles and there is a failure of his being raised up by the 
administration by the elders of the ordinance instituted in the Church for 
that purpose, what does it prove? Does it demonstrate that the gifts are not 
in the Church? Certainly it does not. It simply shows the absence of one 
or more necessary conditions in any particular case. It may be that the 
administrators are not specially endowed with the gift to heal, or the party 
administered to may not be in possession of faith to be ‘healed, or both 
those causes combined. It does not follow that either party is under con- 
demnation, because of the failure of a desired result in this connection, these 
gifts not coming by the will of man, but the will — 
God. 

The Apostle Paul in 2 Timothy, iv, 20, says: Erastus abode at Corinth; 
but Trophimus have I left at Miletum sick.“ Why should Trophimus be left 
behind sick? Was it because the gifts were non-existent in the Church in 
his day? Was it even because Paul was personally unable to exercise the 
beneficial gift of healing? Let the Scriptures answer, Acts xiv, 8—10: “And 
there sat a certain man at Lystra, impotent in his feet, being a cripple from 
his mother’s womb, who never had walked. The same heard Paul speak, 
who steadfastly bebolding him, and perceiving that he had Saith to be healed, 
said, with a loud voice, stand upright on thy feet. And he leaped and 
walked.” The natural inference is that the impotent man was in possession 
of a condition in which Trophimus was deficient, “faith to be healed ;” yet, 
doubtless, the latter was an excellent man, devoted to the ministry of the 
Gospel. Even the gifted Timothy was troubled with “often infirmities.” 
Concerning the brief ministry of the Savior in his own country, it is said, 
Matt. xiii, 58, And he did not many mighty works there because of their 
unbelief.” 


In relation to the treatment of the sick in the Church who have not faith 
to be healed, the Lord has given instruction by the medium of revelation 
through Joseph the Prophet: And whosoever among you are sick, and have 
not faith to be healed, but believe, shall be nourished with all tenderness 
with herbs and mild food, and that not by the hand of an enemy. And the 
elders of the Church, two or more, shall be called, and shall pray for and lay 
their hands upon them i in my name; and if they die they shall die unto me.“ 


The gifts of the Gospel are given for the benefit and edification of the 
Church, and come by faith, through the operation of the spirit of God. They 
are not given for the benefit of unbelievers, although, as in the days of the 
primitive Church, corrupt persons often clamor for a sign. The answer given 
by the Savior to such as would consume the gifts of God in the gratification 
of their sensual desires, is as applicable now as then: An evil and adulterous 
generation seeketh after a sign; and there shall no sign be given it“ 


We exhort the Saints to live so as to be in the enjoyment of the gifts and 
graces of the Gospel, which are precious beyond all price. Those who are 
enabled to exercise them in a high degree, should walk in all humility before 
the Lord. He who taketh honor unto himself in any of these things will not 
only lose his gifts, but his mind will fail to be at all illumined by the Spirit 
by which they are imparted and exercised.

In of. the anbject treated we che Saints to. sthive 
for and cultivate faith in the healing power. When the elders, “two or more,” 
are called in to administer to the sick, by anointing with oil and the prayer of 
faith, they should. not be invited merely as a matter of form. In regard to 
this ordinance the promise of the Lord should be kept in view. It is to the 
effect that when two or three are met together, are agreed upon any on thing 
and shall ask the Father in the name of Jesus, nothing doubting, they halt 
receive it. 

Oil that has been consecrated for the administration to the sick, hla not 
be used for any other purpose. When not in use it should be put away in a 
clean place and the stopper kept in the bottle or vessel containing it. We 
have occasionally met with instances of carelessness in this regard that could 
scarcely be deemed short of sacrilegious. , 

Disease and infection are in the atmosphere, and the Saints are required to 
take due precautions against being affected by them. Scrupulous attention 
should be paid to maintaining cleanliness of the person and surroundings. In 
addition to the special gifts and powers of the Gospel, the Lord has blessed us 
with reason and intelligence, which he expects us to use for the perpetuation 
of life and promulgation of good. Cleanliness is a portion of the Gospel of 
life, being an important part of godliness.” We cannot overlook this fact. 
with impunity. „ 


DECLINE OF — BRITAIN. 


British statesmen are at length getting some clear ideas regarding the exist- 
ing trade and commercial depression. At last the baseless expressions about. 


aà revival of business are being silenced by keen investigation. After a season 
of mental mist have come a grasping of the situation and sensible conclusions. : 


as to its causes. 

In the House of Commons recently Mr. Chaplin moved for the presentation 
of an address to the Crown, asking for the appointment of a royal commission 
to “ inquire into the depressed condition of the agricultural interest and the 
causes to which it is owing; whether those causes are of a temporary or 
permanent character, and how far they have been created or can be remedied 
by legislation.” In speakiug to the motion he attributed the disastrous situa- 
tion to several leading causes. Among these was free trade without recipro- 
city on the part of other nations. This gave unrestricted liberty for the im- 
portation of unlimited quantities of produce and cattle from abroad without. 
any reciprocal compensation towards England. Indeed, instead of other 
countries following the example of this kingdom in the matter of free trade, 
they were raising their tariffs. The consequence was that the number of 
vacancies of small farms was unprecedented. The gentleman was forced to 
the cheerless conclusion that, unless a remedy were provided, the duration of 
English agriculture must be brief. 

Mr. Maclver thought the investigation should include trade as well as agri- 
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culture. Without a remedy he had no hope that it would ever revive again: 
He spoke of the rapid decline of exports. and the continual increase of im- 
portations, extending to nearly every branch of industry. Artisans, he said, 
had the “mockery of cheap food offered to them at the cost of starvation.” 
He deplored the free trade policy that had enabled foreign countries to pour 
their productions into the lap of England, while they charged the latter 
enormous rates on everything produced here and delivered at their ports. 
He admitted that, The entire destruction of our home industries is only a 
question of time.“ | | 

Under these attacks the Hon. John Bright, the great advocate of free trade, 
chafed and fretted. He was the great promoter of that policy, and his. efforts, 
combined with those of his late colleague, Richard Cobden, did much toward 
bringing about its adoption. To be impliedly charged with helpmg to pro- . 
duce the present ruinous state of trade is a matter of most serious import. He 
cannot meet the staggering statements directed at his former hobby, and he 
leaps upon his opponents with the fierceness of a tiger at bay. He madea 
string of statements that did not touch the question at issue, nor tlfe argu- 
ments of the other side, Failing in logic he resorted to a covert threat. He 
informed the House that 400 out of the 658 of its members were - landowners. 
He asserted they were opening the way for an investigation that would show 
that the agricultural depression resulted from a monopoly of the land. They 
were opening up a door for inquiry as to the reason why there were so few 
owners of the soil. He quoted in reference to the success of American farm- 
ing“ They till the land who own the land they till.” Continuing upon the 
land monopoly in this country, he said: 
_ I should like the committee—I believe they will be driven to it—to inquire 
into two or three facts which I will put before the house. They will find out 
that 66 persons own, in England and Wales, 2,000,000 of acres ; that 100 per- 
sons own 4,000,000 of acres; that 710 persons own more than one-fo of 
the whole soil of England and Wales. If they cross the Tweed and inquire 
about Scotland, they will find that out of 19,000,000 acres, 12 persons own 
4,340,000 acres, or nearly one-fourth of the whole of the kingdom; that 70 
persons own 9,400,000 acres, or one-half of the whole land of Scotland ; that 
1,700 persons own nine-tenths of the whole of Scotland, and the remaining 
one-tenth is left to all those who are left after you have taken 1,700 persons 
from the whole of the population ;. and if you go to Ireland, you will find out 
of 20,000,000 acres, that 292 own six-and-half millions, or one-third, 744 per- 
sons own nine-and-half millions, or one-half ; they will find that two-thirds of 
England and Wales are owned by 10,200 persons, two-thirds of Scotland by 
330 persons, and two-thirds of Ireland by 1,942 persons. 


Mir. Bright’s fierce antagonism to the investigation is evidently not sincere. 

He professes to be the great friend and champion of the people. If he were 
really so and he believes the land monopoly to be an evil—and he professes he 
does—he should welcome an investigation that would expose the monstrosity as 
the cause of distress. Instead of doing this he threatens the monopolists that 
if they proceed further they will be exposed, hoping thus to frighten them 
against proceeding further. If he did not believe that free trade without re- 
Ciprocity had been the greatest cause of the present distress he would be most 
willing for an inquiry to proceed that would shoulder the responsibility solely 
upon some other cause. Mr. Bright is an extensive manufacturer also, and he 
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knows well that were a protective tariff placed upon cattle and farm produce, 
thus raising the price of food, his operatives, now living “from hand to 
mouth,” would starve at their present wages, and suspension of business would 
inevitably ensue, 
In fact the situation is beset with insurmountable obstacles on every side. 
Men of keen mental perception are getting quite clear as to the causes that 
have lead to the present fearful results, but none of them are able to define an 
adequate remedial process, Free trade has doubtless done much toward the 
bringing about of the present stagnation, but circumstances and interests are 
of such a peculiarly intermingled character, that a return to protection will 
not favorably turn the scale. The chancellor of the Exchequer alluded to 
Mr. Bright's extraordinary excitement and said his remarks were calculated to 
create mischief. | 
The dismal anticipatory assertions of leading statesmen relative to the prob- 
able early extinction of English agriculture and the “entire destruction of her 
home industries,” are not comforting to the country. In combination with 
the real state of affairs they give unmistakable tokens of the rapid waning of 
her glory and power. Her situation in regard to the one gigantic issue alone, 
of providing labor and food for the masses, illustrates the prophetic saying of 
the Saviour, that among the signs of the nearness of his coming would be 
“perplexity of nations.” Like every other kingdom under heaven that will not 
repent and come under the banner of the Redeemer, she will “become like 
chaff upon the summer threshing floor,” unless she turn from perplexing dark- 
ness to the marvelous light of revealed gospel truth. 


IMPRISONED FOR CONSCIENCE’ SAKE. 
——0— 

Brother George Reynolds has been cast into prison. The contemplation of. 
this fact fills us, in unison with his hosts of friends, with sympathetic sadness. 
The cheering relief to the otherwise darkened picture is the nobility of the 
cause in which he suffers. He is upon the altar of sacrifice for the truth's 


Sake. No faithful man can occupy such a position without incurring the 


sympathy of every good person, and the smiling approval of a just God. It 
is encouraging to know that Brother Reynolds himself takes the situation with 
philosophical serenity becoming a servant of the Most High, as will be 
observed by the following extract from a letter, addressed to the writer, 
written at Omaha, Nebraska, U. S. A., June 18th, 1879: 

„J am here, in Omaha, a prisoner, bereft of liberty for Christ's sake. The 
issue is direct; it is for obeying what I most assuredly know to be a revela- 
tion from God. The conflict is between the Most High and those who 
oppose his ee on the earth, manifested in the development of his 
purposes — faithful Saints. I realize all power is with him, and he 
makes the wrath of man to praise him; the rest of it he will restrain. I also 
feel that if it were not necessary for His pu that I, or some other of his 
Servants, should occupy this position, it would not be as it is, and I feel proud 
(not too proud, I trust,) and happy to think that I have been deemed worthy 
to represent His word and will in this important particular. : | 

On Saturday afternoon last, at 3 o’clock, I was called before the Court 
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and re-sentenced, Proceeding from there at once to the Marshal’s Office, 
Mr. Miller, the U.S Marshal’s representative, very kindly permitted me to go 
home on my promising him to be at the railroad depot on Monday morning. 
This somewhat incensed some of our rabid fellow-citizens, who were anxious 
that I should be put in chains. Indeed they deemed it dangerous for a felon 
of my stamp to be at On one of the Tribune representatives expostu- 
lating at the Marshal's Office, Mr. Miller told him that, so far as that was 
concerned, he considered it would be perfectly safe to give me the poe and 
start me off to Lincoln, Nebraska, alone ; he did not doubt that I should duly 
report myself.

On Monday morning I was down at the train and met many of my 
brethren, who came to say bye. Ex-Secretary Geo. A. Black and Mr. 
W. T. Shaughnessey were the special agents of the Government who accom- 
panied me here. Throughout the journey they acted with the greatest courtesy 
‘and kindness towards me. No one would have had any idea, from their con- 
duct, that I was a prisoner and they the officers. We arrived here this after- 
noon, and to-morrow morning we 85 to Lincoln. The prison there is farmed 
out, as I am told, to a gentleman by the name of Stout, who is paid by 
State 60 cents (two shillings and six pence) per day for each prisoner, out of 
which he has to 3 expenses of wardens, etc. I am sorry to learA that 
there are nothi 0 * „ cells for the prisoners, but numbers 
bunk in one large room. oes away with my hope of quiet study by

I suppose you would like to know how I feel; well, I may say, as tranquil 

and composed as ever I have done in my life. I know I do not go to prison 
without the knowledge of our Heavenly Father and he can harden and soften 
the hearts of rulers and others as he did that of Pharaoh of old. is will be 
done. God grant me strength to accept it without repining.” __ 
Me have heretofore entered into the merits of this case, which was instituted 
for the purpose of testing the validity of the anti-polygamy law, and it is 
therefore unnecessary to recapitulate. It is quite clear that the Supreme 
Court committed an outrage in deciding a law was valid that infringes upon 
the religious rights of a large number of the citizens of the country. But even 
aside from that inexcusable, extra-judicial, illegal decision, the throwing of 
Brother Reynolds into prison is an act of flagrant personal injustice, Proceed- 
ings in his case were instituted by his consent, agreeable with a mutual 
understanding between some of the leading authorities of the Church and the 
officers of the law. The object was to obtain a case that would test the consti- 
tutionality of thelaw. The defendant himself supplied the evidence upon 
which the indictment and conviction were found. The writer, who is an inti- 
mate friend and acquaintance of Brother Reynolds and his family, was one of 
the witnesses at the trial, the object of his testimony being to show that plural 
marriage was esteemed by the defendant as a principle of his religious faith, 
and that this was the motive that caused that institution to be practically 
adopted by him. A person must be the judge of what shall constitute his 
own religion, else the pretence of constitutional religious liberty, set up in 
the United States, is a mockery and a sham. 

The character and disposition of Brother Reynolds are as far removed from 
those of a criminal as it is possible to imagine. He is an upright, honorable, 
intelligent and good citizen, and his incarceration in prison, under the circum- 
stances, is a disgrace-to the nation in which the outrage is perpetrated.
